The raid on the factories at Gen- 
nevilliers was the first on war plants 
producing for Germany since Mann­ 
heim was bombed IO nights ago. 
It was the sixth RAF assault on 
industries in the Paris area in less 
than three months. The result of 
the raid w*as not given. 
(The Vichy news agency in a 
broadcast dispatch reported some 40 
persons were killed and IOO injured 
in British attacks on the Paris area 
from 2 to 4 a. rn.

One reason why you should not 
1 race in the lower gears, and should 
keep the car so efficient that you 
do not need to use these gears so 
often, is because power takes a de­ 
tour in the transm ission in all gears 
other than high.
